HILL’S STRENGTH IN NEW YORK, 


Charlies F. Peck Says Hée Can Carry the 
State and Cleveland Cannot. 

The first Demtocratic convention badge 
struck the city yesterday. It was a strip of 
red ribbon with gold fringe on one end of it. 
A portrait of David Bennett Hill, printed in 
Llue ink on a square of white ribbon, was 
sewed to it. 

The man who wore the badge around the 

Auditorium and discussed the coming fray 
with delegates who were on their way 
home from the Minneapolis conven- 
tion was Charles F, Beck, of 
Hornellsville, N. Y., who wes appointed Coth- 
missioner of the Bureau of Labor Statistice of 
the State of New York by Mr. Cleveland while 
the latter was Governor. Mr. Peck was editor 
of the Hornellsville Tribune when Cleveland 
first ran for Governor and he it was who in- 
duced Mr. Hill to run on the ticket as Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 
_ “T have known Mr. Cleveland since 1882,” 
said the Commissioner. “ He appointed me 
to the office I now hold and during his 
terms as Governor of New York 
and as President he treated me with generosi- 
ty. I came here in 1884 to convince the peo- 
ple that the labor vote of New York would be 
with Mr. Cleveland. If I were to allow my 
personal preferences to go before my judg- 
ment £ would favor Mr. Cleveland’s nomina- 
tion this time, but I will not do so, and conse- 
quently lam for Mr. Hill. My reasons are 
that I do not believe Cleveland can carry New 
York, while: I] know that Hill can do it. 

“Cleveland has proven his inability to carry 
the State, while by seven successive victories 
in as many years Hill has given evidence 
that he can carry it. It 1s essential to Demo- 
cratic success that New York shall be carried 
and I do not see how the convention, which I 
believe will be composed of practical politi- 
cians, can do otherwise than nominate Hill. 
It will certainly not nominate a man who, on 
his firstappearance, carried the State by 192,- 
000 votes, who carried it two years later by a 
scratch of only 1,100 votes, and then in 1888 lost 
it by 19,000 plurality. 

Why Cleveland Should Not Run.

It will require considerable more money to 

run the Democratic National convention on 

account of the damage done the Wigwam by 

Monday’s storm. Chairman F. H. Winston 

hurnedly summoned the members of the Fi- 

nance committee to a meeting at the l’almer 

House yesterday afternoon ta consider the 

situation. The reports show that the com- 

mittee has practically collected $48,000, and 
there is a difference of opinion as to how 
much will be required to repair the so-called 

Canda calamity. Monday's accident is called 

the Canda calamity by sume of the members 

of the committee, because it was Mr. Canda 
who suggested the idea of covering the central 
portion of the Wigwam with canvas. 

Some think it will not require over $5,000, 
but Mr, Winston thought that $20,000 should 
be raised. Amongthose present were Charles 
Kern, A. F. Seeberger, Charles Wacker, Wash- 
ington Hesing, Joseph Donnersberger, John 
P, Hopkins, and J. W. Richards. Mr. Win 
ston said that every provision would be made 
regardless of expense, but that it would be a 

reat help tothe Finance committee if the 

‘ational committee would allow the local 
organization to dispose of the 4,500 additional 
seats provided by making the wigwam larger 
than the original plans. 

The fact of the matter,is that the local com- 
mittee will ask the subcommittee of the Na- 
tional committee for these: seats at the con- 
ference Friday and it is more than likely that 
there will be a lively session at that time. The 
local commuttee is inclined to believe that it 
has not been treated as fairly as it might have 
been'and some of the scenes which occurred 
at the Paliner House a couple of months ago 
may be revived. 

Joseph Donnersberger, the Chairman of the 
building committee having charge of the wig- 
wan, said yestérday thatthe structure would 
be completed Saturday notwithstanding the 
damage done by Monday’s storm. “ The 
workmen will work night and day,” he said, 
“‘and by Friday morning the roof will be 
ready for the tar. No expense or pains will 
be-spared. Of course it will not be quite as 
nice as it would have been, on account of our 

aving to doawey withthe canvas, but we 
will do the best we can, and’ furthermore we 
will have it done on time.’’ 

The Building committee is much disap- 
pointed on account of being compelled to 
place pillars in the central portion of the 
building to su rtthe roof. Ifthe canvas 
had not proven a failure the vision would not 
have been obstructed, and the pit of the hall 
would have been free.

While few of the people who will cut any 
figure in the convention bave arrived, it is said 
these advance agents were sent here to be on 
the ground when the leaders come in for the 
purpose of locating them and finding out com- 
binations ahd deals.

ADOPTED THE CONSTITUTION, 


Action Taken by the Democrats at the 
North Side Turner Hall Convention. 
Carter H. Harrison, ina double-leaded edi- 


torial in his paper, said yesterday morning iw 


reference to the amended County Democratic 
Constitution which the Democratic County 
Central committee had agreed to submit to 
the convention of Democrats which met in the 
North Side Turner Hall yesterday : 

A new constitution has been drafted to be pre- 
sented to a convention which convenes today. 
This draft is utterly undemocratic and is a delu- 
sion and a snare, 

The convention adopted the draft which Mr. 
Harrison says is “‘a delusion and a snare,”’ by 
a vote of 156 to 75, and paid no attention to 
the double-leaded remonstrance. Mr. Harri- 
son, however, had some friends in the conven- 
tion which numbered 231 délegates, and, un- 
der tne leadership of Harry Daqnovan, they 
fought hard to make such amendments in 
the constitution as would suit the ex-Mayor. 
They were beaten at every point. 

Waiter S. Bogle called the convention to 
order and Ald. Sexton was called upon to pre- 
side. Ed Quinlan and John R. Lambin acted 
as Secretaries. There were no contests and 
na Committee on Credentials, and John W, 
May, the *‘ Chief Justice’’ of the Cregier ad- 
ministration, opened the proceedings by mov- 
ing that ‘‘a committee of nine be appointed 
to consider resolutions ‘and amendments to 
the constitution that may be submitted to this 
convention and that all amendments and reso- 
lutions submitted to that convention be sent 
tothe committee without reading.”’

Edwards of Dakota tells me _ that 
the Confederate soldiers up there generally 
vote the Republican ticket. Carter Harrison 
has kept up the Southern faith in Chicago, 
but he is not altogether miserable when he 
sees another Harrison of his stock in the 
White House. Thy editor of a gentleman’s 
sporting paper in Chicago tells me that if the 
Republicans had run over into the South and 
put at one ena of their ticket a Southern Re- 
publican a stijl further modification of what 
is now a baseless sectionalism would have 
taken place. He says that the Southerners 
expected waterial aid from the ._Democratic 
party in the war, and failing to get it have not 
been in love with the Detnocracy ever since, 
though driven that way by the race question. 
The Alliance was carried from the South to 
the Northwest, and one of its purposes was to 
divide the South and at the same time annex 
a part of the West. 
Kffect of the Silver Issue, 

The silver issue in the South means the old 
inflation of-cheap money agitation, over again, 
but in the West from Colorado to California it 
means the habilitation of the mining interest, 
which has had no great special finds like the 
Comstock load for many years. Mining was 
probably impaired as a speculative interest.in 
the silver States by the authority given to tax 
shareholders, which led the unscrupulous 
bosses to draw a living out of their dupes and 
ruined them after they had been disappointed. 
The silver interest is strongest in Colorado and 
Nevada, the former of which has a large 
metropolis to maintain in the midst of an arid 
territory, and the iatter has been decliaing in 
population through the decline of the great 
silver interests. The outlying mining States 
are not so much interested in the silver shibo- 
‘leth, for some of them produce copper and 
others have grazing interests. Thua, at the 


» Republican convention an attempt was made 


in vain to bring all the States. west of Minne- 
sota and Kansas into a junta and asem ble their 
votes, to be discharged upon points of the 
platform. 

The silver question in the South has a wholly 
different basis. ‘The Southern banker is a 
greater Shylock than the Northern banker, 
for in the North great sums of money are 
competitively embarked from New England, 
Pennsylvania, and the central parts of the 
West, whereas in the South the Northern in- 
terest though visible is not so clearly recog- 
nized in banking. The important cities like 
Birmingham and perhaps Atlanta have been 
engineered and backed by native Southern 
financiers. The coming in of the big mineral 
interest, with its‘ town and city booms, has 
further withdrawn money fromn the farmers 
in the South, and the rate of interest there 
as shown by the late census was in 
Some cases extraordinary. Mr. Porter’s 
figures from Alabama showed 36 per cent a 
year to be rather common than uncommon, or 
3 per cent a month, rates utterly us known in 
the present West, for I inquired in Minneapo- 
lis and found that 6 per cent was the usual 
rate of interest >to get 8 per cent one would 
have to go as far west at Butte or Spekane or 
Seattle. A good many ofthe fariners in 
Kansas abu their borrowing privileges and 
borrowed too high on theirfarm properties, 
mainly homestead properties, and took the 
money obtained from the banks to speculate 
in town sites. Thus, a great crop or two may 
destroy the Alliance in the Northwest, but in 
the South the same causes which have de- 
barred immigration have held back Northern 
and foreign money from investment. 

The world has not’ yet learned that things 
are sufficiently.settled in the South to pour 
money in there upon the farm properties with 
universal suffrage to arbitrate between debtor 
and creditor, the Mississippi reputation stand- 
"ing unatoned for, like a black monument of 
the past. The Federal Treasury has become 
the great banking influence of a goed many of 
the States. The River and Karbor bil! has be- 
come a substitute for old State banking, and 
one-might almost add repudiation. The Bill- 
ion Dollar Congress excited the ire of rustic 
Republicans in many parts, but the present 
Congress has almost knocked that issue out 
of the fight. The Congressman has become 
more and more a factor to obtain money to 
be spent in his district and State.

That was 
why the big millers sold their mills to the 
foreign syndicates in order to get out of it 
ana have some money. We are deluged here 
with Canadian money which does not pass at 
par. When you» men came up here to 
the convention and paid out your 
greenbacks and‘ national bank notes it 
created astonishment among us ee ae 
people who had been loaded down with al 
sorts of silver.’”’ Yet. Minneapolis is hardly 
an exaggeration upon a greats number of 
cities wheal have started up eince the low 
price of grain discouraged farming and made 
the towns the centers of investment. The 
South is almost equally affected by the ap- 
pearace of paper towns, which in the main 
are nothing but old farms surveyed and laid 
off in streets with an experimental hotel or 
furnace or rolling mill set up and electric 
cans putin. Decatur and Sheffield, Anniston 
and no end of such places exist languishing. 

The Silver League on Hand, 

The Silver League is here at Chicago with 
its big headquarters’ canvas spread out, as it 
was at Minneapolis. Such are some of the 

uestions discussed around the Chicago hotels, 
the Democrats do not know whether Harr- 
son’s nOmination is a menace ora help to 
them.

Minne- 
apolis, there are many at Chicago. There is 
Pattison of Pennsylvania, the son of a Metho- 
dist preacher, himself a Methodist, and upon 
many of the leading boards and trusteeships 
of his denomination, throughout the country. 
He was trained to the law in the office of a 
Roman Catholic, and his Secretary of State 


-and principal manager is a Roman Catholic. 


He was born in the lower part of Maryland 
adjacent to Virginia on the eastern shore, but 
has passed his life in Pennsylvania. He ap- 
pealsto the southern element which has re- 
cently hunted up his record. He has twice 
earried Pennsylvania in the face of 60,000 
Republican majority, and today has the State 
and its executive stronghold. In the railroad 
question in Pennsylvania he probably 
stands on the side which is 
the most numerous without regard to 
party. He cannot be said not to be a man of 
ability, for as the financial officer of Phila- 
delphia his career was scientific and tri- 
umphant. He understands accounts, as Alex- 
ander Hamilton boasted, from common book- 
keeping upto banking. Then there is Boies 
of lowa, who Mr. Allison told me was the 
best. man for the Democrats to nominate as 
far as lowa went. The point made against 
him by the Bourbon Democrats 1s that he was 
not long ago in the Republican party. So 
was almost everybody in the North. The 
sacrifice of a candidate here because he was

trant will not be propitious upon Democratic 

hopes. ‘There is Gray of Indiana, who also 
was a Republican until about 1872. His 
proposition is to beat Harrison in Indiank by 
wiping out the favorite son monopoly. There 
is Whitney in New York. 

There ® Flower in New York, whose name 
is frequently mentioned here in Chicago as a 
peace-inaking candidate and to carry that 
State, and he has carriad it by nearly 50,000 
majority. ‘There is Russell in Massachusetts, 
who has taken that former Republican strong- 
hold and by his persunal intellect and activity 
reélected himself. The Gorman proposition 
from Maryland has eventuated up to this time 
in a full Gorman delegation to Chicago, which 
is favorably regarded throughout "the whole 
South and in New York City and in part of 
the West. There -is Campbell in Uho, who 
carried the State and is still young and with 
remnarkable resources as a debater on the 
stump. He, too, comes of Republican fami- 
ly, but the Bourbons must drink the hemlock 
in any event; there is Gen. Paliner of Illinois, 
who was a Demoeratic Republican for years, 
and he has a strong following out here and a 
good hold among the agriculturists. If these 
candidates would take warning by the Repub- 
lican convention at Minneapolis and break 
their wands in favor of some one Joseph, they 
eould defeat Cleveland’s two-thirds, But if 
cach of them keeps an eye to the lee to go 
over to Cleveland when he must do so and 
none will concede to aby other, they will find 
Harrison’s tactics renewed, for Cleveland’s 
great lieutenants here are among those who 
had his favor and some of his officers when he 
was in power. Vilas and Dickinson and En- 
dicott, the Mannings and Fairchild, want the 
old ticket and the old constabulary. Gov. 
Hill has a delegation about which there will 
be a contest, and behind that contest are two 
State organizations in New York, each threat- 
ening combustion and the dagger to the other.

ILLINOIS’ CANDIDATE OUTSPOKEN 
- FOR CLEVELAND, 


He Is in Favor of a Ticket with Grover at 
the Head and Stevenson, Morrison, or 
Some Man from Bis Own State at the 
Tail—Figures Which the “ Anti-Snap- 
pers” in New York Give Out in Reply 
to Senator Hill's Arithmetic—Some Dem- 


ocratic Gossip. 

Wasutneton, D, C., June 14.—[Special. ]— 
The majority of people in Washington expect 
to see the nomination of the ex-President. One 
of Mr. Cleveland’s most enthusiastic adher- 
epts is Senator Palmer, who does not hesitate 
to give utterance to his views. “I believe,” 
said he yesterday, “that Mr. Cleveland will 
be nominated at Chicago. There is no ques- 
tion of this in my opinion. He ws undoubtedly 
the choice of the majority of the people. He 
has a majority of the delegates, and 1 have no 
doubt that he will be chosen to again lead the 
party. Ido not think that the action of the 
recent Democratic State conventions in not 
instructing for Mr. Cleveland is indicative of 
any loss of strength or of a lack of desire on 
the part of the conventions to see him nomi- 
nated. 
delegates selected by them are Cleveland men. 
I take the fact that they were not instructed 
to vote for him to indicate merely a growth 
of doubt as to whether it would be policy to 


nominate him. 

‘** Mr. Cleveland is just as strong before the 
country out of office as he would be in office. 
He made no use of the party organization 
when he was President, and in this fact lies 
his cardinal weakness as a party leader. Had 
he been a shrewd, clever politician he would 
have been reélected without trouble. In ab- 
staining from a legitimate use of the party 
machine he was too virtuous. The people, 
however, are for him, and I do not: see how 
the convention can do otherwise than nomi- 
nate him, unless it should be proven that he 
would fail of election. Iexpect, however, that 
with him we will carry Illinois and Wisconsin, 
and with those two States we could almost do 
without New York at a pineh. _Mr. Cleveland 
ean carry Illinois, or, at the worst, will come 
so close to it as to make the other fellows 
sick. The Republicans will not talk nearly 
so loud the next time they carry Lilinois as 
they are doing now. | : 

Stevenson for Vice-President. 


** As to the Vice-Presidenay, I think Illinois 
will put in a strong claim. I believe Adlai T. 
Stevenson will be pressed hard for the posi- 
tion. At least, that is my idea, Possibly Mr. 
Morrison might be willing to make the race 
with Mr. Cleveland, oc may be Gen. Black. 
Either of these gentlemen would make a 
strong candidate. I suppose Indiana will 
present a candidate on the ground of its be- 
ing a pivotal State, and in that case I suppose 
it will present the name of Gov. Gray. Boies 
of Iowa has also been mentioned. 1 think, 
however, that it would be good policy to put 
an Illinois man second on the ticket. 

“With regard to the temporary organization 
of the convention, I have been given to under- 
stand by the members of the WNa- 
tional committee that Lllinois need 
not expect to be recognized in ‘ the 
choice of officers. I have been urging the se- 
lection of Clayton E. Crafts of Chswago for 
Temporary Chairman. He is the Speaker of 
the Illinois General Assembly and was Chair- 
man of the State convention. He has had 
experience in the handling of large bodies of 
men, and he would be an excellent man for 
the place. Senators Brice and Gorman, with 
whom I talked, however, say that while they 
recognize Mr. Crafts’ ability and fitness for 
the position, Chicago must not try 
to get everything. It will probably have to 
rest content with having got the convention, 
and I aim almost certain now that Mr. Crafts 
will not be the Temporary’Chairman of the 
convention.”’ 


Cleveland Uas Opponents, However. 


It must not be understood, however, that 
all is rosy for Mr. Cleveland. He is being 
opposed. with vigor. A leading Democrat 
from a Western State,who is personally favor- 
able to Boies and is also an advocate of free 
colnage, said that it would be asking too 
inuch of 129 Democrats, who voted, as the 

mocratic party hag .elmays voted in Con- 
gress, for free coinage, to r 
of their districts and it that the party 
has always been wrong and Cleveland right. 
When he, as President, recommended the sup- 
pression of silver coiage only 33 Democrats 
voted with him and 130 voted against him. 
The differences between the silver and the 
anti-silver men, this member said, can be 
compromised on a man who has not taken an 
active part either way, but. it could hardly be 
called a compromise when the majority of the 
party insist on a candidate who would veto a 
free coinage bill if passed by a Democratic 
House and Senate. 

In addition to this view there is an increase 
of the talk questioning the advisability of Mr. 
Cleveland’s nomination. The anti-Cleveland 
inen are pointing out that it would be foolish 
in the party to select as the standard-bearer 
of the party the man who had been once beat- 
en by the Republican nominee. This class of 
opponents say that in 1888 Mr. Cleveland, 
with ail the power and prestige of the admin- 
istration behind him, lost ‘both New York and 
Indiana, while now his opponent is stronger 
by just that influence, and in addition to all 
that Mr. Cleveland is opposed by his party 
organization in his own State. 


A Boom for Morrisen.

All Signs in Kansas Now Point to a Fusion

Wicurra, Kas., June 14.—|Special.]—The 
People’s party politicians who have come as 
delegates to the State convention tomorrow, 
and the fixers of the scheme to force a fusion 
with the Democrats, have taken possession of 
this town.

PART OF THE WALL OF A BUILD- 
ING BLOWN DOWN. 


Reasons Given for the Accident by the 
Contractor and the World’s Fair Offi- 
clals—According to the Latter It Was 
Not Properly Eraced, and According to 
the Former Its Construction Had to Be 
Hurried .Téo Mach—Inquests on the 
Victims—-Many Buildings Damaged. 

The terrible fury of Monday night’s storm 
could be seen all day yesterday im the havoc 
that it wrought with the big Manufacturers’ 
Building at the rid’s Pair. The mammoth 
structure had easily withstood the tornado 
that struck it in the afternoon, and the offic- 
ials felt sure that the walls were capabie of 
standing up against anything that Boreas 
could produce. Their assurance, however, 
was of short duration. 

Shortly after 9 p. m., when the second gale 
was at its height, a section of the framework 
of the outer wall between the centrai entrance 
and the northwest corner of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Building suddenly gave way. The section 
blown out was fully 275 feet long, and when it 
fell it carried with it the entire floor of the 
gallery, together with all the gallery trusses 
which were anchored to it. There was no 
eteel truss-wofk in the wreck, but the 100,000 
feet of lumber feil with sufficient force to do 
serious damage to the flooring of the big 
building. The loss will be between $3,000 
and $5,000, which must be paid by Frank 
Agnew, the contractor of tne building. It will 
take almost a week to remove the wreckage 
and begin work again, but in the meantime 
no seriqus delay to the work on the building 


will be occasioned. 

The great heap of broken timber presented 
a curious appearance all’ day yesterday and 
afforded a spectacle of interest for a large 
number of visitors and sightseers. The map- 
sive timbers were broken off in many cases 
as if they bad been straws, and the strong 
supports, the. balcony floor, and the gallery 
trusses were crushed into uselessness. Not 
more than half the lumber will be in condi- 
tion to be used again. 

©ause ef the Wreck. 

The wall that was destroyed corresponded 
practically to the same portion that was blown 
down in the gale of several weeks ago, except 
that it was on the north rather than the west 
side of the building. The cause, according to 
Supt. Geraldine, was also the same. He said 
it was because the contractor took the risk of 
allowing the exterior wall to stand without 
sufficient bracing until the permanent bracing 
could be made by anchoring it to the interior 
or main wall. ‘Lhe Fair officials say that the 
losses will all fall upon the contractor. 

The overseer of the men engaged in moving 
the wreck claimned that the outer wall and 
gallery trusses were anchored as firmly as 
they could be under the circumstances. He 
said that the frailness of the bracing resulted 
from the haste with which the Fair officials 
pushed the work. They had insisted upon the 
exterior. walls being erected before the interior 
wall was within 300 feet of its position at the 
north, Mr. Agnew, he claimed, understood 
the risk he was running but he had been 
forced to crowd the work because of the 
pressure brought to bear upon him from the 
Fuir officials. 

The World’s Fair escaped with comparatively 
little damage, except m the case ot the wreck 
at the Manufactures Building. When the first 
storm came up the men came down from the 
roofs and domes and did not return again 
during the day. +In the evening the storm 
tore a few loose planks and considerable scaf- 
folding from the electrical building, and 
broke twenty panes of glass in the skylight. 
Bits of luinber were flying thick and fast, but 
every one escaped injury. 

The blast left one illustration of its resist- 
less power. The force of the wind moved one 
of the massive travelerson the Manufactures 
Building along its line of progress for a dis- 
tance of forty feet. Previous to leaving their 
work for the day the men had attached the 
hpisting tackle on the traveler to one of the 
large combination trusses that connect the 
mammoth steel arches to the outer wall, and 
the traveler, impelled by the force of the wind, 
lifted the truss from its post and carried it 
aoe with it for a distance of twenty-five 

t. 
Fire Alarm Turned In. 

While the wind was howling through the 
open construction of the buildings and the 
blading lightning andfoaring thunder were 
suppleurented by the falling walls of tne 
Manufactures Building a newly employed 
watchinan on the grounds became excited 
and turned in a fire alarm. At that moment 
the rain was at its height and the entire force 
of World’s Fair firemen, together with two 
companies of the city department, who re- 
sponded to the summons, were wet to the 
skin. An actempt was made to find the man 
who had caused all the trouble and discom- 
fort, but he wisely kept in the background. 
The members of the fire compgny stationed 
in the center of the big Manufactures Build- 
ing, responded to the call with alacrity and 
took their soaking im ‘good grace, for they 
liked the idea of being called out from 
neath the great steel arches, which, had they 
fallen, would have crushed the little engine 
house like an egg shell. 


VICTIMS OF LAST MON DAY’S STORM. 


Inquest Held on Charles J. toberts and 
Little Emma Klima—The Verdicts. 

The first verdict on any of the victims of 
Monday’s storm was held yesterday on the 
body of Charles J. Roberts, the fireman who 
was buried in the ruins of a part of Armour’s 
Elevator D, which was struck by lightning. 
The body was found crushel under a heavy 
two-inch iron door. The inquest was held at the 
rorgue. The jury decided that death was ac. 
cidental and due to the storm. 

A verdict of accidental death was also re- 
turned in the case of little Emma Klima, who 
was killed under the ruins of her father’s cot- 
tage at No. 1336 Whipple street. The inquest 
on the remains of John Michon will be held 
this morning. 

The police of the Maxwell Street Station 
were notified yesterday of the disappearance 
of Joseph Michael, a bricklayer, from his 
home, No. 32 Fisk street. He went to work 
as usual Mohday morning, and when he did 
not return at night his relatives feared that 

,-he might have been kilied in the storm. He is 
35 years old, has dark hair, and was dressed in 
a suit of working clothes. 

A. F. Ulrich, somof B. A, Ulrich, is not the 
one reported drowned in the lake at the Ex- 
position grounds during the storm Monday. 

J.J. P. Odell, President of the Union Na- 
tidnal Bank, who was cut by glass from a 
window in his private office, broken by Mon- 
day’s storin, was duing nicely yesterday and 
his physicians say his recovery will be rapid.

| BRIDGES WASHED AWAY FOR MILES, 


Great Northern Road Biocked in Montana 
— Missouri River Greatly Swollen. 
Great Farrs, Mont., June 14.—The Mis- 
souri River is higher today than ever known. 
Friday and Saturday 4.29 inches of rain fell. 
This, with the melting snow in the mountains, 
has made the river rise 4.87 inches higher than 
the spring flood of 1887, and all streams are 
out of their banks. People .along the shore 
are driven from their houses. Bridges are 
washed out so that there have been no trains 
over the Montana Central from Helena since 
Friday. All the Great Northern passengers 
for the Wést are held here, including many 
delegates to the National Ancient Order of 
United Workmen convention at Helena.

PLETHORA OF MONEY. 


BANKS FORCED TO MAKE LOANS 
AT RUINOUS RATES. 


Deposits Were Never So Great as Now—Due 
to the Government Making So Much 
Money tvery Month—New York 14 

’ Friendly to the World’s Fair—A New 
Gun Submitted to the Magazine Gun 
Roard—The Gerry Society Defied—Gen- 
eral News of Gotham. - 


New York, June 14.—[Special. |}—*It serves 
no valuable purpose to note from week to 
week the changes in the bank statements ex- 
cept in so far as they indicate a general 
current or serve to confirm condi; 
tions which appear outside,” says 
the Journal of Finance today. .**The slight 
variations which occur have little effect, and 
the presumptions based upon them, in the ab-+ 
sence of exciting causes, are mere guesses, 
but the general course. of the financial cur- 
rent can be more easily discovered by noting 
the changes froin month to month. 

** The unfortunate fact continues to appear 
that since early ia January, about the time 
when investments were realized upon, there 
has been a plethora of money, so that it has 
been difficult for banks to loan money and 
that when loaned it had been put out on 
unsatisfactory terms. Nor has there been 
much change since the stock of money in the 
banks and the amounts of deposits to the 
credit of customers first showed so marked 
disparity as compared with former years. 
About the middle of February the 
statements showed $475,000,000 in loans, 
as compared with $4038,000,000 the same 
date in the previous year, while the deposits 
reached the enormous figure of $531,000,000, as 
compared with only $416,000,000 in 1891. In 
ready funds, both in specie and legal tenders, 
the banks were holding this year about $163,- 
000,000, to only $118,000,000 last year. | 

‘*From that time for a considerable period 
the banks evidently made extraordinary ex- 
ertions to secure remuneration to themselves 
for the money they held. The following week 
loans had increased to $480,000,000; the 5th 
of March they reached $488,000,000, 
and by the 16th of April the amount had 
reached $493,000,000, nearly $90,000,000 above 
the figures of 1s¥]. These efforts, however, 
seem to have made no impression upon 
the amount of deposits, which held closely 
to $531,000,000; but their effect was more 
perceptible in the reduction of cash on hand, 
which decreased from $158,000,000 to $147.000,- 
000,.an increase in loans from the middle of 
February to the middle of April of about 
$17,000,000, and a decrease in money of about 
$13,000,000, 

** Since April the course of banking is tow- 
ard an increase of money and a diminution in 
the amount of loans. On the 23d of April the 
stateinents showed $491,000,000 loans, on May 
Zist, $490,000,000,0n May 28, $488,000,000, while 
deposits during the same period increased from 
$531,900,000 to $543,000,000 end currency and 
specie from $147,000,000 to $158,000,000. At 
the date last mentioned the amount of loans 
exceeded that of last year by $100,000,000, 
while the deposits in the banks lapped over 
the deposits of 1891 nearly $150,000,000, with a 
strong tendency to further mcrease. 

‘* The returns of Saturday last show an in- 
erease of loans over the preceding week, 
when they reached $492,000,000, of about $1,000,- 
000, which failed to diminish the deposits, 
while the amount of moneyin the banks re- 
mains substantially the same, the legal ten- 
ders increasing $961,000, while the specie 
holdings fell off about $1,090,000,

A GUN OF CONSIDERABLE MERIT, 


One Submitte! to the Magazine Gun Board 
Yesterday Meets with Favor. 

New York, June 14.—[Special.!}—The work 
of the Magazine Gun Board,which is composed 
of officers selected by the Secretary of War to 
examine into the merits of newly-invented 
sinall arms for the purpose of choosing a new 
gun for adoption by the United States ariwy, is 
practically closed. Capt. Blunt, one of the 
members of the board, said that it was hardly 
probable that any more guns would be sub- 
mitted. A weapon was submitted today 
by Arthur Savage of Brooklyn which 
the board seemed to regard with con- 
siderable favor, It carries eight 
cartridges in the magazine, but is capable of 
being used either as a magazine gun or as a 
single loader. It is fitted with an automatic 
cut-off and has an under-lever similar to that 
of the Winchester. After the meeting of the 
board here July 1 the tests of the guns wil] be 
resumed at Springfield, Mass., after which the 
board will make its report.

Report Circulated That He Has Been Of- : 


fered Blnine’s Piace, 

New York, June 14.—[Special.]—Chauncey 
M. Depew’s private car rolled into the Grand 
Central Depot at 9 o’clock this morning. Two 
dusty, weary, but bright-faced travelers—Mr. 
Depew and Senator Frank Hiscock—alighted. 
The Senator went to his hotel, while the Pres- 
ident of the Central-Hudson system reported 
to his office and plunged at once into the work 
which had accumulated during his ten days’ 
absence in Minneapolis. 

Mr. Depew had not been at his desk long 
when Stephen B, Elkins, Secretary of War, 
was ushered into the room. The Secretary 
had come in at the back entrance and had es- 
caped the reporters. But the fact of his pres- 


ence soon became noised about, and in its, 


train came the rumor that Mr. Elkins had 
come on at the request of President Harrison 
to offer Mr. Depew the portfolio laid down 
when Secretary Blaine retired from the State 
Department. 

A color of probability was lent to this ru- 
mor by the appearance at 10:30 o’clock of 
Whitelaw Reid, Republican candidate for 
Vice-President.

IF BLAINE WILLS IT. 


CONGRESSMAN BOUTELLE SAYS HE 
CAN GO TO THE SENATE, 


— 

The Maine Legislature Would Gladly Give 
Him Any Honor—Mr. Bouteile Criticises 
the Methods of the Recent Convention 
and Points Out How the Republicans 
Can Win in Nove r—Fifer Favors 
Harrison—Fassett Sufé of New York— 
Committeemen Arriving ia Chicago, 


Congressman Boutelle of Maine, who ar- 


rived in Chicago from Minneapolis yesterday 
morning and left for Washington on the liw- 
ited express, chatted toa reporter for Tux 
TripuNE about the convention, whose result 
80 greatly disappointed him. In reply to an 
inquiry as to the report to send Mr, Blaine to 
the Senate from Maine Mr. Boutelle said he 
did not know Mr. Blaine’s feeling on the sub- 
ject, but that the Repwblicans of Maine 
would enthusiastically bestow upon their great 
statesman that or any other honvur in their 
gift. Mr. Boutelle said he would personally 
be delighted to see Mr. Blaine elected to the 
Senate and it would require but the indication 
of willingnesson Mr. Biaine’s part to assure him 
the unanimous vote of a Republican Legisla- 
ture in Maine. : 

In regard to the convention and its after- 
math of ratification on the part of those who 
brought about the result Mr. Boutelle said 
that it was particularly edifying to hear peo- 
pig from States that cannot even aid in giv- 
ing the ticket a single Electoral vote shouting 
to those who must necessarily do the work to 
** get on to the band-wagon.”’ 

Said Mr. Boutelle: “I have not been in the 
habit of‘ riding in the band-wagon, but have

Mr. Blaine’s Successor to Serve but Till 
March Next, : 

*Wasuineoton, D. C., June 14.—[Special, ]— 
It has been decided by the President that the 
successor of Mr. Blaine in the State Depart- 
ment shall only serve until March 4, 1892, and 
whoever accepts the office will do so with this 
condition explicitly stated to him. ; There will 
be numerous changes: in the Cabinet should 
President Harrison be reél@cted, and he de- 
sires to be free to make selevtions to suit him- 
self in cases where new Ministers become 
necessary. 

President Harrison has an unusual amount 
of patronage at his disposal at the opening of 
his campaign, and upon his disposition of it 
may depend in a great degree his success or 
failure at the polls. He may be able to so 

ive out the offices now vacant to stregthen 
imse lf, 

Quite naturally those Republicans who 
fought for him so valiantly at Minneapolis 
will expect their reward, but they cannot all 
be satisfied. The greatest prize of all is the 
Secretaryship of State, and though a number 
of names have been mentioned, there is no 
reason to think the President has decided upon 
It 1s generally believed that Mr. 
Depew does not want the place, and Minister 
to England Robert T. Lincoln is now most 
talked of. Little is heard of the possibility of 
John W. Foster being selected, though if the 
President had not been renominated he would 
probably have been putin to fill out the re- 
mainder of the term. His appointment would 
not have much political weight, however, and 
the President must new make every appoint- 
ment count for something. j ‘ 

Representative Hitt of Illinois, who has 
had considerable diplomatic e&perience as 
Assistant Secretary of State and as Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs in 
House of Representatives, has been spoken 
of, but the fact that he is a warm personal 
friend of Mr. Blaine will militat#against him 
unless the President should desiré to conciliate 
the friends of the ex-Secretary. - 

Since the retirement of Mr. Blaine and Mr.’

ter of general comment in the local press, and, 
unfortunately, have entered into the politics of 
of the university in 
the management of its property bas been a source 
of irritation to some of the residents of the place, 
and they have more or less severely criticised the 
licy of the board. am confident 
that the people of Evanston are generall 
in sympathy with the university, although 
not always agreeing with its policy, and that they 
would deeply regret its removal from their midst. 
lt has been made a cause of complaint that the 
property of the university is exempt from taxa- 
tion. Another cause of complaint has been that 
the university hoids.too much real estate in Ev- 
anston, thereby causing the burden arising from 
the exemption to fall heavily upon the taxpayers 
of a comparatively small community. There 
would seem to be some ground for this complaint 


Evanston real estate as rapidly as it can be done 
without sacrificing the interests of the University, 
and invest the proceeds in Chicago and elsewhere. 
At the same time it would be well for the »le 
of Evanston to consider whether, after all, t iis 
burden of which they complain is as heavy as 
they have supposed. The increased taxation to 
which they are subjected by virtue of the exemp- 
tion of the property of the university from tax- 
ation amounts for the present year to $13,000, as 
figured by the Assessor. This is at the rate of $1 
per capita. Surely it is worth something to such 
a community that the presence of the university 
in their midst makes impossible the existence of 
the saloon and its attendant evils. The existence 
of the university in Evanston causes about $400,- 
000 a year to be spent here which otherwise would 
be expended elsewhere. The books of the uni- 
versity show that during the five years ending 
May 1, 1892, the university has paid on its prop-

The university represents $3,000,000, against 
Harvard's $40,000,000, and its income up to this 
year has been but $100,000 annually. No more im-

The total number of students in the College of 
Liberal Arts was 306. The Executive committee 
has appointed George A. Coe, Ph.

Report of the Treasurer. 


Thomas C. Hoag, Treasurer and Business 
Agent, presented his report substantially as 
follows: 

I have consolidated all of our real estate ac- 
counts into the ‘* Productive Real Estate Endow- 
ment Fund,” $1,420,179; ‘* Nen-Productive Real 
Estate Endowment Fund,” 9689,493; “ The Or- 
rington Lunt Library Endowment Property.” 
book value of $111,139, We have also on the 
books two other endowments, known as the 
** John Evans Professorship of the Latin Lan- 

uage and Literature’’ and the “John Evans 

rofessorship of Moral and Intellectdial Philoso- 
phy.’’ Each of these professorships was endowed 
by Gov. John Evans with $50,000 each. 

Our professional schools have had a prosperous 
yeur financially with the exception of the dental 
school, and I am confident that the school will 
within a short time be enabled to meet all the 
charges against it and be able to pay back to the 
general fund whatever may have been advanced 
to put it on a paying basis. 

The tuition receipts in our Evanston schools for 
the year have been $37,860, and the payment for 
instruction during the same time has been $66,342. 
There has been received for tuition during the 
year $6,232 more than during the previous year, 
and has been paid for instruction $13,300 in ex- 
cess of the previous year, or $7,069 more than the 
gain in tuition receipts, showing that a gain in 
number of students is a financial loss to the insti- 
tations. ‘This, however, is no new thing. 

The cost of the College of Liberal Arts over the 
receipts for the year has been $2.619. The Pre- 

aratory School shows a loss of $2,779, and the 

oman’s College Boarding Department shows a 
deficiency of $2,211. 

We have reduced our bills payable during the 
year $20,617, and set aside $10,000 to be paid on the 
same account, which amount has been applied 
since May 1. The instruction of the board to ap- 
ply $10,000 yearly from the income received from 
our rents on our indebtedness has been faithfully 
carried out. 

During the five years ending May 1, 1892, the 
sales of real estate amount to $106,520, and we 
have purchased during the same time property of 
the value of $31,275, and we have paid on special 
assessments $29,973. 

The total receipts in our schools for the year 
are $108,006; the total payments for their main- 
tenance, $152,751. 

The probable receipts and expenses of our 
Evanston schools for the ensuing school year will 
be: Expenses of $126,304, inclusive of $10,000 to be 
paid on the debt. The receipts or this account 
are estimated at $127,300. 

The Rev. Dr. W. C. Dandy presented an 
offer frum the trustees of Jennings Seminary 
at Aurora to the trustees of Northwestern 
University to incorporate that seminary as a 
part of the university. The matter was fe- 
ferred to the following committee: Richard 
Haney, G. H. Foster, O. H. Horton; and the 
committee wili report its action to the Execu- 
tive committee, which will have power to act. 

The following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, That the University Alamni Council 
recently organized be, and the same is hereby, 
recognized by the Board of Trustees as the repre- 
sentative generally of the alumni of the univer- 
sity. 

Hitherto the alumni of the university were 
recognized only through the Alumni Associa- 
tion which is confined to the College of Lib- 
eral Arts. The University Council is made 
up of representatives from each department 
of the university.

STORY OF THE TRAIN SENT NORTH 
BY “THE TRIBUNE.” 


The Newspaper Charters a Special and Sends 
It Out to Find Some Trace of the Boat 
Which It Was Feared Was Lost—Evans- 
ton Kagerly Seeking for News—Adven. 
tures of an Enterprising “Journalist” —~ 
Arrival in Evanston of the Distressed 
Mariners—Echoes of a Wild N ight Ride, 


An engine and passenger coach, in the latter 
eleven reporters fot Tuz Tarsunz and two 
telegraph operators, pulled out ot the North.

Sheriff Gilbert has decided not to fight the 


dieting bill, but to accept the situation arising 
out of the rescinding of the 25 cents per diem 
contract. In the future he will purchase sup- 
plies by requisition and let the county foot the 
bilia, Mr, Gilbert says hehas always fed the 
prisoners well and will continue to dose. He 
remarked yesterday that whatever complaint 
had.been made about the fare under the old 
arrangement will not be repeated under the 
new one, As to its costing more than 25 cents 
apiay hé couldn’t say.

In eighty 
counties of the State 50 cents per diem is the 
rate. Some have fixed it at'75 cents and the 
lowest is 85 cents. The Sheriff at St. Louis, 
with a salary of $10,000 a year, gets 50 cents; 
the Sheriff at Cincinnati also, though his 
salary is - but $5,000 per annum. New York’s 
Sheriff gots asalary of $12,000 and is paid 70 
cents. r. Kern, when he was Sheriff, ro- 
ceived 35 cents; Mr. Hanchette 80 cents and 
Mr. Matson 25 cents. Mr. Gilbert says also 
that it costs a prety paces to be elected 
Sheriff and that he ought to have a larger 
salary.

FAVORS DRAINAGE ROUTE NO, 2, 


A Member of the Joint Committee Says 
That Thies Will Be Recommended. 

Although the joint committee of the Drain- 
age Board will have no report for presenta- 
tion at the board’s regular weekly meeting to- 
day, yet adecision has practically been 
reached in the matter of the bids for the work 
on the main channel below Willow Springs, 
and a report will be submitted before the end 
of the week.

THE WAR IN DOUGHTY LITTLE ACHEEN. 


After Twenty Years of Struggle the Coun- 
try Is Still a Milit ry Camp. 

New York Sun; For twenty years the war 
between Holland and Acheen has dragged 
along and no one knows when it will ever end. 
The last Dutchco!onial report tells of the pres- 
ent condition of this troubled country in 
Northern Sumatra. Fighting is still going on in 
adesultory way,though the aggressiveness of the 
Acheens has lost much of its old force, largely 
because the natives are finding it difficult to 
procure thé means of subsistence, Their op- 
erations are now. confined chiefly to the de- 
struction of tologree? wires and means of 
communication. Dutch troops are better 
able than formerly to prevent sudden assaults 
and surprises, because they have sueceeded, 
after fighting hard for it, in clearing the space 
in front of their lines. The attacks on bag- 
gaze trains are also less numerous than for 
merly.. The Dutch, however, find it prudent 
not to make incursions into the enemy’s coun- 
try. The Acheens try to do a little work in 
the line of piracy now and then, but the block- 
ade which the Dutch still maintain along the 
coast is effective in preventing damage to ship- 


ping. 

This long war in Acheen is perhaps the most 
remarkable struggie ever waged by a European 
Government in its colonial possessi.ns. The 
Dutch aré among the best colonizers in the 
world. They set an example to other nations. 
They have proved that they can take savage 
islands, reduce them to order, half civilize the 
natives, and- make money out ofthe enter- 


prise. Holland’s possessions in the East In-. 
dies comprise a territorial area that is at least 


fifty times as large as that of Holland herself, 
and in all the islands where her enterprises 
have been carried ov she nas met with deter- 
mined and unconquerable opposition only in 
the-northefn part of Sumatra, where the 
Acheens never know when they are beaten. 
Achéen is now in its decadence. The em- 
ire was founded in the thirteenth century. 
t covered half the big island, and ite Sultans 
claiined descent from Alexander the Great. 
Now ita people are coo upin the extreme 
northern part of the island, although they are 
still believed to number 500,000 souls. _ 

It is probable that the independent life of 
the communes, into which the doughty little 
country is divided, explains the marvelous 
energy with which the natives defend their 
independence against foreigners. Each com- 
mune thoroughly believes in State’s rights. In 
all matters of local interest the villagers gov- 
ern themselves. The men of a certain ad- 
vanced age are the law making body. Each 
commune has two hereditary chiefs who rule 
together, and they with the chiefs of the other 
commmuues form the council of the nation: In 
all matters of national importance represent- 
atives of the communes help the Sultan to 
govern, but in all local affairs each little sub- 
division governs itself. 

Holland has spent an immense treasure and 
some thousands of lives have been sacrificed 
in this long war vpon the Acheens. It has 
succeeded only in driving most of the Acheens 
into the interior, and now the Dutch are in 
sole control of a large part of the coast. But 
the people in the interior are practically as in- 
dependent as they ever were and show no 
signs that they will ever relinquish their right 
to govern themselves, ’ 

Great Britain can look on with the comfort, 
ing thought that she made a very good bar 
gain when shé traded with Holland, and for 
the prize of the Dutch possessions along the 
Gulf of Guinea relinquished her ‘ciaims to 
Sumatra, and left to Holland all the trouble 
and expepse which twenty years of perpetual 
and ineffective skirmishing have given her.

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE CURRENCY. 

Senator Hoar calls attention in a recent 
article in the Forum to the fact that for over 
half a century the Democratic party has been 
opposed toa sound, honest currency and has 
favored every plan to secure a rotten and de- 


ed ingenuity of man has been able to devise. 
It has been for total repudiation where it had 
the power, asin Mississippi, and elsewhere it 
has favored that financial policy which 
enabled the debtor to pay the smallest possi- 
ble dividend to the creditor. 

~ The most inexcueable feature of President 
Jackson’s administration was the war waged 
by him on the United States Bank, culminat- 
ing in 1833. He succeeded ip destroying an 
institution which was furnishing a safe, hon- 
est, popular currency to the people, and sub- 
stituted for money which was at par all over 
the country the stuff which was littered by 
the red dog, blue pup, wildcat shinplaster 
State banks, thgusands of which sprang into 
existence and poured out the stuff they never 
meant to redeem as fast as the printing 
presses could furnish it. On the heels of that 
outrageous interference with the currency and 
that plunder of the people came the panic of 
18387. Gen. Jackson raised an evil spirit that 
he could not lay. 

Ata later day the Democracy became the 
warm advocate of that greenback craze which 
aimed at the dishonest payment of the public 
debt, at in‘lation ané repudiation. In 1868 
that varty nominated for Vice-President Mr, 
Pendleton, who was the extreme supporter of 
fiatism. While it could not seat him in the 
Vice-President’s chair it made him Senator 
from the great State of Ohio. 

Senator Hoar calls attention to the fact that 
at this time the Democrats in every clearly 
Democratic State in the country are in favor 
of free silver, and of the semi-repudiation in- 
volved in the substitution of 68 for 100-cent 
dollars. The Senator says that perhaps the 
party will select Mr. Cleveland 4s its Presi- 
dential candidate, but that the leaders will 
preach free silver and tell the people that they 


power, and that, having control, they can do 
what they please. It would not be the first 
time that the Democrats have sought to get 
hold of the government by nominating a de- 
lusive candidate, who would serve to cloak 
their reat designs. Thus, meaning to end the 
war and let secession be an accomplished 
fact, they put up McClellan. Anxious to re- 
pudiate the public faith and overthrow the 
resuite of the war they nominated Greeley and 
Hancock. 3 

While the Democracy has contended always 
for the largest measure of repudiation that it 
seemed possible to secure and the most de- 
based currency that the people could be in- 
duced to accept the Republican party, says 
Senator Hoar, has stood for the resumption of 
specie payments, the preservation of the 
honor of the government, the muintenance of 
a sound currency, as good as that of any other 
nation in the world, and for the protection of 
the wage-workers and all other classes against 
tne evils of a debased and fluctuating money 
standard. 

There have been occasional clamors for a 
different policy by ‘‘a few Republicans in 
frontier communities oppressed, or fancying 
they were oppressed, with the burden of pub- 
lic and private debt, who favored some form 
of fiat money, or the increase of an irre 
deemable currency.”’ But the candidates of 
the party have stood firm for a sound cur- 
rency and keeping faith between man and 
man and between the government and the 
people, and the party has acted up to its pro- 
fessions. It will continue to be for honest 
money, not in words merely but in deeds, 
while the Democrats, if in power, faithful to 
their past record, would inaugurate an era of 
dishonesty and dishonor: 


THE WORLD’S LIFE INSURANCE. 

In the current number of the Arena Mr. D. 
N. Holway makes a comprehensive survey of 
the development of life insurance. The facts 
presented are of great interest, not only asa 
matter of business to stockholders and in- 
surers in the different companies which write 
policies all over the civilized world, but as 
showing the important position taken in this 
economic mode of investment and protection. 
The figures also are interesting as indicating 
that life insurance 18 distinctively a modern 
feature, its development comparing with that 
of électricity in time as well as extent. ‘The 
eighteenth century included the merely ex- 
perimental period, and the present one in. 
cludes the stage of practical progress, but the 
principal growth of the business has been 
achieved within the last forty years. ‘The 
amount of life insurance in force in the en- 
tire world in 1850 was considerably less than 
the new business of a single year in the United 
States at the present ti:ne. 

During the next decade there was a striking 
imerease in momentum. In 1861 the total of 
outstanding policies was 1,195 million dollars, 
of which 850 millions belonged to Great Brit- 
ain, 168 to the continent of Europe, and 177 to 
the United States. Then came ten years of 
great onward stride, in which this country ad. 
vanced to the front and relegated Great Brit- 
ain to the second place. Tho most intense 
activity was develpped here soon after the 
close of the war.

They were in millions of dollars, 
Great Brituin, 2,506; Continent of Europe, 
1,497; United States, 1,594; total, 5,597, the 
aggregate being an increase of more than 30 
per centfor the decade. In the next ten 
years the sun of prosperity again.shone on 
America, and with the other parts of the civ- 
ilized globe we took on grand volumes of life 
insurance. The figures for 1891 were: Great 


3,077; Continent of Europe, 2,715; United 
States, 4,101. Total, 9,893. 

This aggregate of nearly ten billions of dol- 
lars was an increase of 75 per cent for the 
decade, while the gain in this country alone 
was 260 per cent. Mr. Holway remarks in re- 
gard to this exhibit that the “figures elo- 
quently declare how universally men are ac- 
knowledging that their financial obligations to 
posterity and their estates find easier and more 
complete fulfillment through life insurance 
than through any other form of investment.”’

The increase in the world during last year 
was 787 millions, of which Great Britain con- 
tributed 141, the continent 300, and :the United 
States 346 millions. The fact that this country 
continues to lead in the gain, in spite of the 
occurrences that in 1891 combined to restrict 
the writing of new life insurance here, is a 
strong proof of the deep hold the institution 
has taken among us. It is furthermore a sigu 
of our influence abroad that the life insurance 
companies of the United States have at risk 
about 500 millions on the lives of citizens of 
foreign countries. 


PEFFER’S FRAUDULENT FIAT BILL. 

Day before yesterday Senator Peffer occu- 
pied the time of the Senate in a denunciation 
of usury, which he alleged was breaking down 
the republic. There was nothing new in this 
part of his remarks. As far back as human 
records go men who want to wriggla out of 
their honest debts or help others to cheat 
their creditors have lifted up their voices 
against “usury,” by which they meant pay- 
ing anything to a person for the use of his 
property. 

Senator Peffer’s recipe for the destruction 
of the vulture which is gnawing at the vitals 
of the Nation is forthe General Government 
to loan shinplasters to the needy. His plan 
for providing the fiat which is to be peddled 
out throughout the United States is for the 


| government to issue notes equal in amount to 


a dollar and a half for every dollar’s worth 8f 
gold and silver coin and bullion held by it, 
the silver to be reckoned at its nominal value 
of $1.29 per ounce and not its actual commer- 
cial value of 89 cents. Does he imagine that 
the United States can honestly do anything of 
that kind? 

There was in the Treasury on the Ist of this 
month $271,000,000 in gold coin and bars. 
There was also $443,000,000 in coined and un- 
coined silver, worth at the coinage value about 
forty milliohs more, That makes a grand 
total of $854,000,000. Mr. Peffer proposes to 
issue notes against if to the amount of a bill- 
ion and a quarter dollars. But from the point 
of view of an honest business-inan that gold 
and silver are not the clear and unincumbered 
property of the government. There were out- 
standing gold certificates to the amount of 
$157,000,000, and one hundred millions in gold 
is pledged for the redemption of those evi- 
dences of indebtedness called greenbacks. 
Nearly every silver dollar in the Treasury is 
held as the security forthe silver certificates, 
and the outstanding Treasury notes which 
were paid out for silver bullion must be re- 
deemed when presented either in gold or sil- 
ver, Having mortgaged already about ail the 
precious metal it has up to its full value shall 
the government go ahead and fraudulently 
raise money on the gold andsilver’it holds as 
trustee? 

Senator Peffer must be weil aware that that 
canaot be done. He knows that the billion 
and a half in shinplasters which he proposes 
to put out would not have a metallic basis but 
would be irredeemable fiat. The moment 
that it was issued every promissory note which 
the government has made would be presented 
for redemption, and the Treasury would be 
stripped of coin and.bullion,. not leaving a 
dollar to serve as the basis for Peffer’s fiat. 
Were his scheme,to be adopted the shinplas 
ters, which are t6 be secured by real estate or 
farm products stored in warehouses, would be 
applied for instanter by debtors who 
wantea to defraud their creditors. Convinced 
that the government never would ask for the 
repayment of ite loans, the men who are in 
debt would jump at a chance to borrow 
from it. 

The Peffer scheme is dishonest from begin- 
ning toend. It is more fraudulent than some 
of the propositions of other fiatista, because 
while they come out fair and square and say 
they will not recognize gold and silver in any 
shape or form want scrip whichis based 
on “the natural resources’ of the country, 
he talks as if for every dollar of scrip issued 
there was to be in the Treasury a doliar’s 
worth of gold or silver “ belonging to the 
United States,” while the United States has 
no gold or silver against which notes have not 
been already issued. 


VALUATION OF PROPERTY. 

The census report of assessed valuation of 
property in the several States for the year 1890 
presents footings which differ little from pre- 
liminary estimates made several weeks ago. 
The total of assessed valuations is given as 
$24,651,585,465, which is an increase of 45,84 
per cent over the figures for 1880, against an 
increase 24.86 per cent in. the population. The 
valuation per capita is $394.04, against $337.01 
for ten years previously, beirig an increase of 
nearly 17 per cent. Of course the valuations 
differ widely. Those per capita range from 
$962.12 in Massachusetts aud $909.29 in Cali- 
fornia, through $484.2 in Ohio and $190.11 in 
Tilinois to $129.08 in Mississippi, the next 
lowest being the $130.26 of Alabama. 
Of course the valuations on which 
these averages are based are _ exceed. 
ingly irreguiar, but if not more so than those 
for previous Census years the figures do not 
thereby lose in interest for purposes of com- 
parison. The value of property as assessed 
for taxation is that given it by State and local 
assessurs, whose estimates would vary widely 
even if the laws on subject were uniform 
in the several States. But this is not the case. 
The amount of property exempt from taxa- 
tion is fixed by laws which vary greatly in the 
different States, and the kinds of personal 
property included in the tax levy are not the 
same in any two of them. Nor is the relation 
which the assessed bears to the true value sub- 
ject to any general rule. Even in the States 
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Britain, inciuding Canada and Australia,

‘the practice of assessors is far from being 
uniformly in compliance with it. 

_ For instance, the laws of Massachusetts and 
‘Iilinois provide that property shall be assessed 
at its fuil value in those States. It would 
seem that the law is complied with in Massa 
chusetts, as numerous local reports indicate 
that generally for 1890 the real estate would 
not have brought in the open market more 
than the value assigned by the assessors. But 
in Illinois it is widely different. The State 
Board of Equalization for 1880 officially de- 
clared that in its opmion the assessed value 
of that year was but balf the true value, and 
the same board for 1890 declared that the 
ratio was nearly one to four, and numerous 
local reports confirm the statement as to 


1890. Hence, assummg other conditions to 


be alike, the reported assessed valuation in 
Illinois for 1890 should be increased four- 
fold for comparison with Massachusetts in 
that. year, and doubled for comparison 
with the returns from this State for ten 
years earlier. That would give for this State 
in 1890 a total true valuation of $2,909,665,000, 
or $760 per capita, against a total of $2,154,-. 
134,626 and a per capita of $962.12 for Mas. 
sachusetts. In some States railroad values 
are included while in others they are omit- 
ted, and it is well known that of the per- 
sonal property subject to taxation a large 
amount escapes the notice of the assessor, 
especially in the large centers of population 
and personal wealth. 

The estimates of true valuation are neces- 
sarily itnperfect and incomplete. That of 43,- 
642 millions for 1880 is 2.583 times the 16,908 
millions of total assessment. If thesame ra- 
tio be applied to the assessed values of 1890 it 
will give 63,648 millions for the true value, or 
more than $1,000 per capita, as against 
$514 per capita in 1860, $780 in 1870, and $870 
in 1880. It may be observed that the $780 
given for 1870 is much higher than would be 
arrived at by an interpolation of means, in 
spite of the fact that the date lies at the close 
of a decade which comprised the Civil War and 
its attendant great losses. But the anomaly. 
vanishes if it be remembered that the value 
for 1870 is stated in paper which was at a dis. 
count while the others are stated on a gold 
basis. The increase for the decade ending 
with 1890 is a little greater than the average, 
due to a doubling in the course of the thirty 
years preceding. 


A SOUTHERN PROTEST AGAINST LYNCH 


-It is a cheering sign that the people of Mem- 
phis, both white and colored, recently held an 
immense mass-meeting to draw up resolutions 
in respect to the recent assault upon the jail 
of Shelby County by a mob and the murder 
Calvin McDowell, Thomas Moss, and Will- 
iain Stewart, who were confined therein await- 
ing trial upon the charge of riot. This com- 
mittee has made its report and so far as it 
goes itis to be commended for its fairness 
and for its resolute protest against the spirit 
of mob violence which isso prevalent in many 
parts of the South. 2 

After setting forth the importance of sus- 
taining and enforcing the laws and the dan- 
ger to society arising from organized vio- 
lence against them, the uselessness of expect- 
ing that crime will cease entirely, and the in- 
justice of conde.nning ‘a whole class for the 
evil-doings of a few, the committee says: 

The white people of the South compose the 
dominant element, and have control, therefore, of 
State and municipal legislation, while they have 
the making also of the social laws and customs, 
together with the public sentiment and thought 
that prevail in the Southern States. 

Under these conditions justice and humanity 
command them to give adequate protection from 
outrage and wrong to the weaker and more help- 
less element, composed of the colored people, 
whose former servictes. and devotion to them 
through a trying ordeal appeal so strongly for 
sympathy and kindness. 

Outsidg the sublime laws of justice and right, 
by which the actions of men shuuld be guided 
and controlled, a wise public policy and due re- 
gard for the material interest of the Southern 
country require that the colored people should 
be given such assurance of protection from vio- 
lence.and wroug as will relieve them from all ap- 
prehension of danger and as will encourage them 
in acquiring habits of virtue, industry, and 
obedience to law. , 

The suggestions thrown out by the commit- 
tee are both wise and humane, and if the col- 
ored people of the South could be once con- 
vinced that such a movement is meant ear- 
nestly and honestly they unquestionably 
would meet the dominant white element half 
way, lend their coéperation in the good work, 
and warn their own people “ against the com- 
mission of those offenses which arouse popu- 
lar passion, invite defiance of law, and pro- 
voke the swift vengeance of mobs.” The 
committee concludes its report with the fol- 
lowing important resolution: 

Resolved, That the people of Memphis respect 
the law and abhor violence and crime; that they 
regard the taking of three colored men from the 
jail of Shelby County and their subsequent mur- 
der by an armed mob not only as a flagrant of- 
fense against the laws and dignity of the State, 
buat a crime against civilization and humanity 
which cannot be justified or ezcused—for, how- 
ever guilty the victims may have been, they were 
under arrest, confined in the public prison of tne 
county, and could have been tried and adequately 
punished; and therefore it is deemed proper that 
the committee, speaking for the meeting which 
&ppointed them and ia the same of the whole 
law-abiding people of Memphis, should in this 
formal manner express unqualified condemnation 
of this lawless act. | 

The people of Memphis have honored them- 
selves in making this effective protest against 
the disgraceful and brutal acts of violence 
which have stained the records of Shelby 
County, and it is safe to say, now that the sen- 
timents of the people have ‘been expressed 
thus ernphatically, there will be no further in- 
terference with the operation of law, at least 
without condign punishment following such 
an-act If more such meetings should make 
more such vigorous expressions of popular 
sentiments in other cities and towns of the 
State, and if town, city, and State authorities 
would take a resolute stand in maintenance 
of the law and in punishing those who oppose 
its operation and who intimidate courte and 
juries, this terrible evil of dyaching might: be 
mitiguted, if notentirely abolished. The re- 
port of the Memphis committee, as we have 
said, is fair and just so far as it goes. It might 
| have gone a little further than mere protests 
-against mob violence. It might have Berane 
phasized the duty of education and civiliza- 
tion which the dominant element in the South 
owes to the negro. That duty cannot begin 
too soon, for it will take a long time to solve 
the question,,but it is none the less incumbent 
upon the church, society, and the State to 
proceed at once with the task of improving 
the condition, the enlightenment, and the 
general welfare of the colored man. Lynch- 
ing is not going to do it. The remedy 18 
worse than the disease, for it is undermining 
all respect for taw, and turning men ito 
brutes. ure is a moral one, and the 
sooner the esty, intelligence, and morality 
of the South recognize that fact the sooner it 
will get to the root of the troable. a 
while the action of the people of Memphis 
preparing the way for it and is altogether 
commendable.

Tuz Council was not far out of the way 
night before last when it passed a resolution 
that it would vote no more money for the 
erection of schools until the Board of Edau- 
cation had taken steps to convert into rooms 
for the accommodation of children the large, 
useless assembly halis which occupy the upver 
floor of many school buildings. Some years 
ago the Board of Education began the vicious 
system of expending from fifteen to twenty 
thousand dollars extra for assembly rooms, 
which have served no other purpose than to 
provide places where the boys and girls might 
have dances of nights. They have not been 
utilized for educational purposes, even though 
some of the schools are so crowded that only 
60 per cent of the children can be accommo- 
dated. Ald. Madden says that is the case in 
his neighberhood, The Council is quite right 
to put a stop to the waste of: money. The ac- 
tion in question was prompted by the submis- 
sion of the plans for a newschool in Lake 
View, where provision was made for an as- 
sembly room. Butit was explained that in 
this instance the intention was to divide the 
large room up into.smailer ones when it be- 
came necessary, and that while the additional 
accommodation was not needed now it would 
be soon, and hence it would be economy to 
put up a three-story building and finish off the 
top floor when necessary. That is proper 


enough, but there should be an end to fitting 


up dancing halls while there is no room to 
teach children to read and write.

Tax last report. of Pension Commissioner 
Raum shows that during May of this year 
24,708 new pension claims were allowed, the 
total first payments amounting to $3,415,000, 
Of these cases 19,221 were under the act of 
June 1890 and 5,487 under the old laws, The 
total number of persons who have been 
granted pensions under the law of 1890 has 
risen to 213,440, and the total number of pen- 
sioners on the rolls May 31 was 856,087, or 
190,000 more than June 30,1891. Nor is it 
likely that there will be much of a falling off 
in applications for pensions for some years 
yet.. During the present fiscal year 9382 new 
pensions were granted for services rendered 
in the Mexican war, which was ended in 1848. 
Five hundred and thirty-five widows and 402 
survivors were provided for. Thirty widows of 
the war of 1812, which is now 80 years old, had 
their claims allowed. For a wonder there 
were no new claims growing out of the Revo- 
lutsonary war, but one widow applied for and 
got a reissue of her pension. The total amount 
of the first payments madeon all the cases 
allowed by the Pension ._Bureau during the 
present fiscal year was $38,866,000. It is easy 
to see why a supplemental pension appropria- 
tion bill had to be passed. 


Accorpine to the Urn, a journal published 
at New York in the interest of the movement 
for cremation, the crematories of the country 
are being classified in the census as manu- 
facturing concerns, A Philadelphia crema- 
tory schedule is mad¢ up as follows: Value 
of 800 bodies incinerated, $4,000; manufact- 
ured product, $8,000; custom work and gen- 
eral repairs, $1,000; total, $22,000. The Urn 
adds that the chief inventor of this clads of 
census items has been arrested and charged 
with forgery and perjury, and with not only 
making returns of enormous products for per- 
sons who existed, but whom he had never 
called upon and also with returning many 
fictitious names of manufacturers doing busi- 
ness in vacant lots. This crematory fraud in 
the census is a new revelation. Hitherto it 
has been Widely supposed and charged that 
the census returns were deficient, not only 
with regard to persons but property. Now it 
seems an attempt has been made to pad them. 
But that fact hardly justifies the remark made 
by the Brooklyn Citizen that the census work 
in all its features has been vitiated by fraud, 
and issimply a monstrous imposture.

Russia, with its appropriation of more than 
half a million doilars, has determined to make 
an exhibit at the Fair which will embrace 
features of everything peculiarly Russian.

sort, In the Transportation Building will be 
shown droskies, street-cars, troikas, canocs, 
sleighs, carts, railway engines, and vehicles of 
many form, old and new. | 

Count Tolstoi, who is at the heal of the art. 
section, has formally accepted the allotment 
for Russia in the Fine Arts Building, and is 
collecting rare works of Russian painters. 
Mr. ivanovoski, an artist of considerable re- 
nown in that country, has agreed to loan two 
of what are said to be great paintings, repre- 
senting the landing of Columbus and his dis- 
covery of America. 

Consul Crawford said that in the Depart- 
ments of Agriculture, Fisheries, Forestry, 
and Mines Russia will make a big showing. 
I'he Fair Commission is composed of the most 
eminent men in the empire of the Czar. 
Alexander Bobronitzky has been appointed 
the Imperial Commissioner to visit Chicago, 
and he sailed June 12 on the steamer La Tour- 
ine for this country. He and his fellow-com- 
missioners express the greatest pleasure with 
the manner in which Rusisa has been treated 
by the Fair authorities.

COMPETING LINES FOR THE SOUTH- 
BRN PACIFIC COMPANY. 


President Manvel of the Santa Fe Has 
Gone to the Pacific Coast to Perfect Ar 
rangements for Building a Road from 
the Needles to San Francisco—Other In- 
dependent Lines Now Cont lated 
Chicaco the Greatest Railway Center in 
the World—Railway Notes. 

The San Francisco people are greatly elated 


over the prospects of soon having some inde- | 


t roads that will lift the pall that has 
hung over them so long, owing to the monopoly 
enjoyed by the Southern Pacific company. 
A few days ago the first spadeful of earth 
was thrown up on the route of the San Fran- 
cisco and Great Salt Lake railway, and three 
other new lines are being talked of. The 
Santa Fé is almost sure to extend its line 
from Nevada to San Francisco, and it is pre- 
dicted that it will commence operations 1p a 
few months. President Allen Manvel left 
‘Chicago a few days ago for the Pacific coast, 
and the object of his trip is said to be to per- 
fect arrangements for the construction of the 
new line. The new refunding scheme, 
whereby the company is to secure $100,000,000 
of capital, is almost assured, and a part of 
this money 1s to be used in the building ofthe 
new California extension. 

The Southern Pacific company, it is 
claimed, does by no means use all the possi- 
ble passes into California. On the contrary, 
there are passes, it is said, through the Sierras 
far more convenient than those chosen by the 
Central and Southern Pacific companies. Em- 
igrant Gap and Tehachapi, for instance, are 
regarded, by railway-meao capable of judging, 
as poor pieces of engineering selection. Te- 
hachapi’s pass is 8,056 feet above the lovel of

E ALLEN’S VOLUME ON 
KENTUCKY, 


Nearly Pure English Blood There and the 
' People Retain the Habits and Charac- 
teristics of Their Forefathers—The Meu 
Are Genial, Contented, and Peaceful—The 
Women Are Beautiful, a Refinement of 
the English Blonde—Kentucky Did Not 

’ FRatse Siaves’ for the Southern Markets. 


New York Sunday Sun, June 12: We are 
indebted to Mr. James Lane Allen for the 
first adequate treatment of an interesting sub- 
} uate both in respect of knowledge 
and of literary skill—ia the book entitled 
“The Blue Grass Region of Kentucky ” (Har- 
pers). In this volume are reprinted eight ar- 
ticles which originally appeared in Harper's 
and the Century Magazine, which collectively 
depict a country and a people the nearest par- 
Saea a Cataks ane to be found in the most 
fertile sections of old England. There is also 
a special reason for the interest attaching to 
Kentucky in the minds of people at the N orth 
—nainely: that in this State alone of all the 
States lying south of Mason and Dixon's line 
has the saine class which was preponderant 
before the Civil war managed to retain its po- 
litical as well as its social prep nderance. 
That is not true even of ager it boon 
tainly not true of Virginia, it is not true 
of ang of the States that seceded or wanted to 
secede. 


Ina preliminary chapter descriptive of the 
ss region it is ported out that in

Kentucky we find nearly pure English blood. 
Here, according to Prof. Shaler, is the largest — 


body of pure English folk that has been sepa- 
rated from the mother country for 200 years. 
The blue-grass Kentuckians are the descend- 
ants of those hardy, high-spirited English- 
men, largely of the ’squire and yeoman class, 
whose absorbing passion. was not religious 
nor the political gt ore “p avon 
’ State, but the ownership of land and t 
parsui ts and pleasures of rural life. They keep 
. this day in a remark&ble degree the race 
qualities of their English ancestr and the tastes 
and habits of their forefathers. It is a question 
r the Kentuckian — woe Maoh a 
English itor than is bis New 
ceeeety ; end this will soon cease to be 
a question if the inflow of French Canadians 
into the Northeastern States continues. In 
blue-grass Kentucky families may be found 
exactly where their pioneer ancestors 
made a settlement, and constituting a landed 
aristocracy if there be such in America. One 
oe honored name will do nearly as much 
Kentucky as in England to keep a family 
in peculiar respect after the reason for it has 
ceased. Then, again, with the upper class of 
Kentucky, as with the aes, pre squirarchy, the 
rural keynote of life is still the sweetest. 
2 Towns Are Not Populous. 


Now after the lapse of more than a century 
the most populous town in the blue-grass 
region contains less than 30,000 white inhab- 

ts. Along with the love of land has gone 

ative content with the annual increase 

of and field. No man among the blue- 
grass Kentuckians has ever uired 1mmense 
wealth. On the other hand this would have 
been a densely populated coyntry and the 
farms would have been minutely subdivided 
had sons asked and received permission to 
séttle on parts of the ancestral estate. But 
this parcellation of land and resultant close- 
ness of personal contact would have satisfied 
neither father nor child, so that the one has 
erally kept his acres intact, and the other, 
Sostied by the same lana hunger that 
brought his rioneer forefather hither, has 
gone hence into the younger West. Here sur- 
vives finally the old idea, still current in the 
roral parts ot England, that the highest mark 
of a gentleman is not cultivation of the mind, 
not intellect or knowledge, but elegant living. 

Yet while the typical Kentuckian is an Eng- 
lishman without knowmg it, he would no 
more try to imitate the English than he would 
to imitate the Jutes. In nothing is he more 
like his translantic ancestry than in his un- 

shakable self intent. He sitson his farm as 
it were the pole of the heavens—a 
manly toan with a heart in him. He is usual- 
ly of the blonde type, robust, well formed, 
with a clear, fair complexion that grows rud- 
dier with age and stoumachic develupment, A 
tuil meck, and an open, kind, untroubled 
countenance. Hes frank, but not familiar, 
talkative, but not garulous; full of the genial 
humor of local hints and illusions, but with- 
out any subtle nimbleness of wit; indulgent 
purely masculine’ vices, but 
intolerant of petty crimes; no reader 
of books nor master in religious de- 
bate, faith coming to him as naturally as his 
ite, and growing with what it feeds upon; 
i ass, not because it is beautiful, 
ba , tis fresh and green and nourish- 
ing.

‘he quatity of the oats coming in is good. Out 
of 646 cars yesterday reported as inspected in 208 
cars were contract or better, and 436 cars No. 3 
and No. 3 white, while barely two cars were low 
grades. The market was said to be cloce to an 
export basis, and a few boatloads were taken 
during the last two or three days. 

With current receipts liberal for the close of 
the season flaxseed stocks continue excessively 
large.
